A. THE FIGHTING SUBSIDES... 

EMBASSY SANTIAGO REPORTS A LESSENING OF GUNFIRE IN SAN- 
TIAGO, BUT THE ARMED FORCES CONTINUED THEIR SWEEPS OF 
FACTORIES, BANKS AND SCHOOLS AND MET WITH SPORADIC RE- 
SISTENCE. THE ARMY CLAIMED FINDING LARGE CACHES OF 
WEAPONS AND ARRESTING MANY ARMED FOREIGN EXTREMISTS.

B. THE GOVERNMENT SETS GUIDELINES... 

THROUGH AN INTERMEDIARY, COUP LEADER GENERAL PINOCHET 
SECRET 
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STATED THAT HE DID NOT EXPECT THE US TO BE THE FIRST TO 
RECOGNIZE THE NEW GOVERNMENT. IN A DIPLOMATIC NOTE DE- 
LIVERED TO THE EMBASSY, CHILE PROMISED TO MAINTAIN "THE 
BEST POSSIBLE RELATIONS" WITH THE US. THE NEW GOVERN- 
MENT ALSO INTENDS TO HONOR CHILE S INTERNATIONAL FI- 
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NANCIAL OBLIGATIONS AND SEEK MORE MILITARY HARDWARE 

FROM THE US. IT HAS BROKEN RELATIONS WITH CUBA. AND 
WILL PROBABLY DO THE SAME WITH NORTH VIETNAM, NORTH 
KOREA, AND THE USSR. (CONFIDENTIAL) SANTIAGO 4154,

C. AND A JUNTA AND CABINET ARE SWORN IN. 

LED BY GENERAL PINOCHET, THE FOUR SERVICE CHIEFS OF THE

OF OFFICE ALONG WITH THE NEWLY FORMED CABINET. OF THE 
FIFTEEN CABINET PORTFOLIOS, ONLY TWO, EDUCATION AND 
JUSTICE, ARE HELD BY CIVILIANS. (UNCLASSIFIED) SANTIAGO

2. RESULTS OF THE EC MEETING AT COPENHAGEN 

THE COPENHAGEN MEETING OF EC MINISTERS HAS ASSUMED THE 
BURDEN OF MAKING A MEETING BETWEEN THE COMMUNITY AND 
THE UNITED STATES A SUCCESS, A HIGH EC OFFICIAL HAS 
TOLD EMBASSY BRUSSELS. THE EC MINISTERS HAD FIRST 
DECIDED TO PRESENT A LIST OF TOPICS FOR DISCUSSION TO 
THE US, BUT THEN DECIDED IT WOULD BE BEST TO LET 
DANISH FOREIGN MINISTER ANDERSEN WORK OUT THE LIST WITH 
MR. KISSINGER WHEN THEY MEET IN NEW YORK. THE FRENCH 
AGREED TO THE COPENHAGEN EC PROPOSALS TO AVOID BECOMING

3. IN SCANDANAVIA 

A. ELECTION RETURNS IN NORWAY... 

WITH MOST NORWEGIAN ELECTION RETURNS IN, EMBASSY OSLO 
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REPORTS THAT THE SOCIALIST PARTIES HAVE A CONFIRMED 
MAJORITY IN THE NEW STORTING (PARLIAMENT). DESPITE THE 
PROSPECT OF A MAJORITY OF ONE, THE NEW PRIME MINISTER, 
LABOR PARTY CHAIRMAN TRYGVE BRATTELI, HAS RULED OUT 
THE POSSIBILITY OF A COALITION GOVERNMENT. PRIME MIN- 
ISTER KORVALD INTENDS TO REMAIN IN OFFICE UNTIL OCTO- 
BER. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE) OSLO 3373, 9/12. 

B. CAUSE CONCERN IN SWEDEN. 

THE OUTCOME OF THE NORWEGIAN ELECTIONS IS REGARDED BY 
POLITICAL OBSERVERS IN STOCKHOLM AS A PARLIAMENTRY TRA- 
GEDY SINCE IT VIRTUALLY GUARANTEES A WEAK GOVERNMENT 
IN OSLO. A CONSERVATIVE SWEDISH NEWSPAPER POINTED OUT 
THAT THE SOCIAL DEMOCRATIC PARTIES IN DENMARK, SWEDEN, 
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FINLAND, AND NORWAY ARE NOW TO SOME EXTENT PRISONERS 

OF EXTREME LEFT ELEMENTS. EMBASSY STOCKHOLM ADDS, HOW- 
EVER, THAT THE NORWEGIAN EXPERIENCE IS UNLIKELY TO PRO- 
DUCE A SIGNIFICANT CHANGE IN THE OUTCOME OF THE SEPTEMBER

4. WHY DID THEY DO IT TO VOA? 

THE SOVIETS HAVE RECENTLY UNJAMMED THE VOA, THE BBC, AND 
DEUTSCHE WELLE. EMBASSY MOSCOW BELIEVES THIS MAY HAVE 
BEEN DONE TO OFFSET THE ADVERSE PUBLICITY CAUSED BY THE 
S AKHAROV-SOT .ZHENTTSYN TRIALS. WITH PHASE II OF CSCE 
BEGINNING THIS WEEK, THE SOVIETS MAY ALSO HAVE CEASED 
JAMMING ACTIVITIES IN A BID TO SATISFY ONE OF THE GOALS 
OF THE CONFERENCE-LIBERALIZATION OF COMMUNICATIONS. IF 
THIS IS THE CASE, EMBASSY MOSCOW PREDICTS THE SOVIETS 
MAY TAKE A HARDER LINE ON OTHER CSCE ISSUES. (CONFIDEN-

5. JAPANESE RELATIONS WITH NORTH VIETNAM 

A JAPANESE FOREIGN OFFICE OFFICIAL TOLD AMBASSADOR 
INGERSOLL IN TOKYO THAT THE DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC OF 
VIETNAM (DRV) AND JAPAN SHOULD REACH AN AGREEMENT FOR 
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NORMALIZING RELATIONS AROUND SEPTEMBER 20. JAPAN WILL 
RESPOND TO EXPECTED REQUESTS FOR AID BY SENDING TEAMS 
TO STUDY POSSIBLE PROJECTS, BUT DOES NOT ENVISAGE EX- 
TENDING CONCRETE ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE TO NORTH VIETNAM 
AT THE PRESENT TIME. THE JAPANESE OFFICIAL RECOGNIZES 
THE U.S. POINT THAT PROVISION OF AID AT THIS STAGE WOULD 
RELAX PRESSURE ON THE DRV TO ABIDE BY THE PARIS AGREE-

NEWSWEEK SENIOR EDITOR DE BORCHGRAVE INTERVIEWED QADHAFI

DUE TO THE LACK OF A PROFESSIONAL INTERPRETER. QADHAFI 
REFUSED TO EXPAND ON HIS WARNING TO THE MAJORS AT THE 
ALGIERS CONFERENCE BEYOND STATING THAT "THEY MAY LOSE 
THEIR 49 PER CENT", AND IMPLIED THAT OTHER FIRMS HAVE 
OFFERED TO ASSIST LIBYA IN LIFTING THE MAJORS’ 800,000 
BARRELS PER DAY PRODUCTION SHOULD THE NEED ARISE. (CON-

7. CAIRO SUMMIT: RELATIONS RENEWED 

AL AHRAM, AN AUTHORITATIVE NEWSPAPER IN CAIRO, ANNOUNCED

AND JORDAN AS A RESULT OF DISCUSSIONS BETWEEN EGYPTIAN 
PRESIDENT SADAT, SYRIAN PRESIDENT ASAD AND KING HUSSEIN 
OF JORDAN. DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WERE BROKEN IN 1972. 
EMBASSY AMMAN VIEWS THE CAIRO MEETING AS AN IMPORTANT
